The sub- 
marine shelled the shore for two hours, 
erpecially the English cable station and 
other public buildings, but only small 
damage was done. The steamers Kan- 
guroo and Dacia were torpedoed.“ 

The Surprise was a vessel of 636 tons. 
It was 184 feet long and carried a com- 
plement of 100 men. It was built in 1895. 


Fifty Shells Hit Capital. 
PARIS, Dec. 6—A dispatch to the 
Havas agency from Lisbon, dated Mon- 
day, says a submarine fired fifty shells. 
on Funchal, capital of the island of Ma- 
deria. The population, frightened, fied, 
and only returned when the submarine 
de parted under an intense fire from the 
fortress. 

The dispatch adds that the fire from 
the submarine struck a ship, killing six 
Portuguese sailcrs.

THE BRITISH CRISIS. 

In order to understand the situation in England 
it is not necessary to disentangle the complexity of 
personal and party influences which have con- 
tributed to the fall of Mr. Asquith.. - | 

The key is elsewhere. It may be found, for 
example, in the cartoon reproduced on this page 
from the London Daily Mail. It may be found in 
the memories of Gallipoli and Mesopotamia, in the 
sinister news which now and then escapes the 
censorship from Athens, in the unconcealable dis- 


aster of Roumania. 


The fall of Mr. Asquith is said to have been 
brought about by Lord Northcliffe and the knock- 
out” press. But this is true only in the sense that 
they have driven home the lesson of events and 
voiced the growing dissatisfaction, disappointment, 
and alarm of the British people. British self-con- 
fidence and optimism have carried the late min- 
istry through stormy weather for a long time, for 
the Briton is loyal and not given to changing his 
mind. If Mr. Wilson's advocates could use in his 
behalf the maxim of Lincoln against swapping 
horses while crossing a stream, how much more 
could Asquith rely upon the national caution it ex- 


_ presses. He was intrenched, moreover, in the pro- 


found individualist tradition of the British people, 
and his failure perhaps, in the ultimate analysis, 
has been the price of its defense. gi 

This fall has been explained as the consequence 
of a drift to Toryism in England. That is an em- 
barrassing admission for any liberal to make, since 
in the illustration of fact it would concede that 
Toryism represents in this great crisis better than 
liberalism efficiency as well as equal citizen re- 
sponsibility. The drift is, in fact, toward no party 
philosophy or partisan allegiance, If so mild a 
word as drift may be used as to a ship tempest 
driven, the drift is to a stronger captaincy, to a 
more intense and efficient organization and direc- 

tion of the total forces of the empire. Two years 
of staggering expenditure of blood and treasure 
have not brought the British within sight of vic- 
tory. On the contrary, they now realize more 
clearly than ever before that they are not win- 
ning, that German power is not crumbling, that 


.final defeat is by no means an impossibility. They 


are realizing that the hopes of Germany were not 
bullt upon one heroic onset upon which she would 


mass and exhaust all her powers, and thereafter 


give way before the “bulldog courage of the 
British soldier. They are realizing that Germany's 
power is built upon the highest form of organized 
collective strength the world has ever seen. And 


n

great its eleventh hour efforts may have been since

Natural as thie instinct is it now works against 
the development of the city. Chicago has become 
a community too timid to progress. If a plan of 
progression be announced the brick throwers de 
molish it. The civic object is to defeat plans. It 
is not to accomplish them. 

We dare any one to suggest a plan. The mere 
suggestion brings the bricks. 

Just now the city is being offered a subway plan. 
If Chicago does not intend to strangle itself, it 
must improve its methods of transportation. The 
plans are submitted by a commission authorized 
dy the city to submit them, paid by the city to 
submit them. They are the city’s plans. 

They do not come from the street car men. 
They are not offered as threats of what traction 
capital, with control of politics, is trying to do for 


its own good and against the city’s interests. 


They are offered by city experts. The bricks are 
flying already. Twenty-four hours’ inexpert scru- 
tiny of what experts have worked months upon, 
for the city, is sufficient to develop a criticism 
which regards the scheme as wholly vicious. 

A warren of rabbits could build a subway, but 
the city of Chicago never will get one until eriti- 
cism becomes more intelligent. It makes the Chi- 
cago idea merely destructive. It will not permit 
the Chicago idea to be constructive. . 

With regard to the subway plan a rational 
course would be to start with the assumption that 
the commission engaged to work for the city has 
worked for the city and not for predatory inter- 
ests. It would be to assume that if the men com- 
posing the commission were good enough to take 
the positions given them they are good enough to 
be heard. | 

The irrational course, being adopted in Chicago, 
is that if a plan has been submitted it fs bad. 
By pursuing such a policy Chicago will solve its 
problems only by losing all its citizens.

I have never been able to understand the reason- 
ing of those kindhearted people ho from time to 
time recommend, seemingly in all seriousness, the 
subsidizing of the deserving poor among American 
authors.
